Upon the retarn of this wrlt the relator in snh.

phied for it, aud never anthorized any one to make
such an application, aufd when informaed by the
Qourt that it was his constitutlonal right, not ouly to
employ, but freely noid withont obstraetion by any
one, to consult with connsel, for some reason he de-
slines to do #o.

The relalor appears to be ef sonndind, of mature
years, and, untilit appears by evidence that he is
mnabie to act for himself, the Court must treat him
an he evidently Jdesires to Le treated,

As this writ did not Issoe at the prayer of the Dis-
trict Attorney, although 1t 18 the Conunonwealth's
wril, he may clearly move to quash it and of this

Fusp.—On Monday next the Philadeiphia Saving
Fund Soclety will ocenpy its fine new office, at the
southwest corner of Washington Sguare and Walnut
street, This new and massive granite bullding 18
one of the most substantinl and attractive to be
found in our city., The walls are of heavy and largs
blocks of granite from the Quincy quarries, and the
structnre hus been put up under the superintends-
ente of the architect, Mr. Addison Hutton. The
front on Walnut street Is'61 15 feet,aud that on Wask-
ipgton Square 180 feet. The banking room 18 47 by
B feet, the ceiling being 42 feet high in the clear,
The rear wing of the hullding (s subdivided on the
first floor into the President’s room, Treasurer’s
room, several retiring rooms, and two large burglar-
grunl‘ rooms,  'The second foor will be used by the

Franklin Peavee,

Franklin Plerce, the fourtecnth President of b
United States, whose deatht s announcad this afiepe-
hoon, wis born inthe town of Hillsborongh, New
Humpshire, on the 280 of November, 1504, and had,
therefore, nemdy completed NS gIXty-fonrth yeur o
the time of his death,  His father, General Beoja-
min Merce, a native of Massaohusetts, was ong of
e eariiest settlersfin the towngof Hillsbororough,nnd
gorved ag a soldler and otiger throughout the revoly-
tonary war. He was an infuential Democratic poll-
tlelnn,  In 18%0 nnd 1689 ho was electad Governor of
the State, and died fn 1830 at ths age of 51, Frank-
n  Plerce recelved his eurly eduecation at the
acndemies of Honcogk and Francestown, and o
1520 e entered Bowdoin College, at Bruuswick, Me.
His gmbition at this period was of a milltary coast,
and he was a zealong oMeer inon college company of
soldiers In which his futore Mographer, Nathaniel
Huwthorne, was & private, Durlug one of his winter
vaciations he tapght o conntry school, Ile was gra-
daated 10 1594, and having chosen the law a8 8 pro-
fossion, becamo & student in the oilce of Judge Levi
Woodlinry, at Portamonth, arfterwards distinguished
s 6 United States Senator and o member of the
Caminet, Plerce snbsequently studied for two yenrs
i the law school at Northampton, Masa., and o the
oMuee of Judge Parker, st Amberst, N, H. He was
admitted to the bar in 1537, and began practice at
Hilsborough, He did not at rst Sucoesd a8 an ad-
vooate, and his firat case was o marked fallore.

For somoe time politios diverted his nttention from
his profession. Ile wns an ardent advocate of the
election of Genera' Jaokson t9°the Presidency, and
in 1599 wis Wmesll elected by the town of Hills-
porough its reprosentative in the State Legisloture,

He gerved four years In that body, and In the last

Ypwe years was chioscy Speaker, recelying Gyge- |

fourths of all tho votes of the House. In 1538 he
was slected & member 0f Congress, whete he served
on the jodiclary and other important committees,
but (4 not sttain to distinction In debate, 1o sus-
tained Jackson's opposition to the internal improve-
ment system, and made @ speech against the bil
anthorizing an appropriation for the military aca-
demy at West Point, to which institation he was long
opposed, thongh during the Mexican ho Was reason
to ¢hange his opinion on that subject. On the gues-
tlon of glayery he alded with the South, and opposed

anti-slavery measures in every shape,

Hle remained a member of the Honse of Repre-
sentatives until 1537, when he was elected to the
United States Senate, in which he took his seat as
the youngest member, having barely reached the
legal nge for the position, In the Senate at that
time were Clay, Webster, Calhoun, Benton, Bach-
anan, Woodbury, and Siias Wright,. He made In
1840 o gpeech upon Revolutionary pensions, aond in
1841 another on the removal of persons from ofMce
by the new Whig administration, and In 1842 re-
slgned his seat and returned to the practice of s
profession at Concord, N, 11, to which place he re-
moved from Hilisborongh In 1888,

He soon became distinguished as an advocate, and
in 1546 President Polk offered him the post of 1 nited
States Attorney-Gencral, which he declined, He
alko declined to be a candidute for Governor, He
Ktill, however, contiunued to manifest an Interest (n
Flmlulu, and vigorously supported the snnexation of

'eXas In opposition to a considerable portion of the
Democracy of New England,

In 1547, when the State of New Hampshire was
called upon to rurnish troops for the Mexican war,
he enrolled himself a member of one of the drst
volunteer ¢ompanies of Concord, but dild not long re-
main in the ranks; for on the pussage by Congress
of the bill for the lncroase of the army he received
the lli!pumlllwntnl colonel of the 9th reglment, and
shortly after was commissloned brigadier-general of
the army. On May 7 he embarked at Newport with
his command, and aftor o passage of thirty days ar-
rived at Veran Cruz. Three weeks later he led his
men (o join the main body of the army under Genes
ral Seott at Puebla, which he reached August 7,
after several aharp engigements with guertlins on
the way. ;

1 the battie of Contreras e wos severely hurt by
the falling of his horse, hat continued during the
day uf the head of hig brigade, In the battle of
Chernbugeo, whtle leading hig men agalnst the
envimy, he fell fainting from the paln of s injuries,
but refused to quit the fleld,  After the battle, the
Mexican commanider having opened negotiations for
pence, General Scott appointed General Plerce one
of the commissioners to arrange the terms of an
armistiee, The truce was of short duration, and the
buttles of Molino del Rey and l'll:{llll!‘{!pﬂ' followad,
and soon afterwards the city of Mexico capitninted,

General Plerce remined in that city till December,
when, the war belng ended, he ceturned home, and,
resigning hig commission, applied himself aguain to
the praciice of the law,

Ou June 1%, 1852, the Democratic Natlonal Con-
vention assembled at Baltimore, and after thirty-
live ballotings for a candidate for President of the
United States, during which not s vote had been
given for General Plerce, the Virginls delegation
brought forward Nhis name, and on the forty-ninth
ballot he was nominated Ly ¥52 votes to 11 for all
other candidates, His prineipal competitors were
Jumes Buchanan, Lewis Cass, Willilam 1. Marcy,
and SBtephen A, Dougles, AL the ensulng Presiden-
tial eleetion in Novembper he recelyed the votes of
all the States except Massachuserts, Vermont, Ken-
tueky, and Tennessee, whose sullriges wore given
to General Wingield Scott.  Of the votes of the Elec-
toral College Plerce received 254 and Scott 42

In the midst of this sndden and pstonishing poiiti-
el success the Presldent elect was smitten with &
terrible domestic cnlamity, On January 6, 1853,
while making with his family o rallrosd journey from
Andover to Lawrence, Mpss,, the cars were thrown
off the track and dashed aguinst rocka, and his only
child, Bepjumin Plerce, & fine hoy of thirteen, woas
instantly killed,

In his inaongural address, March 4, 1853, President
Plerce maintained that sinvery I8 recognized by the
Constitution, and that the Fugitive Slave law I8 con-
stitutional and should be strictly executed. He de-
nounced fn 8trong terms the agltation of the sinvery
question, which he thought had been settled by the
comproiiges of 1850, and hoped that “‘no sectional
or ambitions or fanetical excitement might aguin
threaten the durability of our institutions, or obgcure
the light of our prosperity.” Three days alter his
inauguration he nppointed his Cabinet, as foliows : —
Willlam L Marcy, Secretary of State ; Janes Guthrie,
Secretary of the Treasury: Jeerson Davis, Sevre-
tary of War; James C. Dobbin, Secretary of the
Navy; Robert MeClelland, Secretary of the Interior;
James Campbell, of Pennsyivania, Postmaster-tiene-
ral ; and Caleh Cushing, Attoraey-tieneral,

The tirst Congresg which met daring the adminis-
tration of President Plerce assembled in Décomber,
1858, In the following January Mr. Douglas, then
chalrman of the Senste Committee un Territories,
Introduced a bill for the orgaulzation of two terri-
tories, to he called Kansns and Nebraska, (o the re-

lon west of Misgonrl and north of the parallel of 36
deg, 80 min, By the Missourl compromise of 182021
sluvery had been formally and forever excluded
from this reglon. By the bll) of Mr. Douglas, which
was warmly supported by the administration, the
Miggouri comproiige got wus repealed and slavery
permitted to entor these territories.  In spite of tho
strennous opposition of the anti-slavery members of
Congress, the bill became a law aml recelved the
gigoature of the President on the last day of “'lly'
Great exclitement and ndignation were aroused n
the free States by this measare, It was denonnoeed
a4 a fagrant breach of faigh, and aa the violation of
& compromise as sacred as thie compromises of the
Constitution itself,

On January #4, 1886, the President sent a messago
to Congress, in which he represented the formation
of o free State Government In Kansas as an aoct of
rebellion, and justified the principles of the Koansas
and Nebrasku act,

On June 2of the same year the Nadonal Damo-
eratic Convention met ai Clnelunatl to nominate a
candidate for President. The first ballot stood:—
For James Buchanan, 186; for Franklin Plorce, 122
for Stepnen A, l)uthm, i6; for Lewls Cass, 6. On
gnbscguent ballota the vote for Pierce gradoally di-
minislied, and on the sgeventecntii ballot all the vores
were glven for Mr, Buchanan,

Hefore the adjonrnment of Congress in the follow-
lng August, the House of Representatives medo an
piendinent to the army nrpmgrmtmu hill, providing
thint no part of the army shoald be employed to en-
force the laws made by the Territorinl Legislature of
Konsas, until Congress shonlkd have decided that it
was & valld legislative assembly, The Senale re-
faeed to copcur in this proviso, and Congress ad-
journed without making any provision for the sup-
port of the prmy. The President imnnediately asaed
i proclamation cafling an extra Husslon to convene
on August 21, when the anmy bill was passed with-
ont any proviso.

It cg‘nr:u together again on December 1. and the
President’®s annusl message was chiefly devoted
to the subject of Kansas, and in 1t cltation of
events and expressions of prafse It took strong
grounds against the Free State party of the coun-
try. The scsslon olosed on March @, 1857, und on
thie following duy the administration of President
Plerce terminited, and that of James Buchangn
commenced, Mr, Plerce saon after visited Mudeira,
and travelled extensively in Burope, from which he
returned fn 1800,

On the outbreak of the war, Mr, Plorce, In a speech
delivered April 21, 1861, at Concond, N. l'l.. hid place
of residence, nomioally arrayed hmself on the slde
of the Unfon, But from that day to the close of the
war, he wis rogicded with almost a8 moch distrost
nd James Buohanan by a large majority of the peaple
of the North, The whole polley of his sdminlstra-
tion had been dictated by the slavery propuguidists,
and he lent hig willlng ald to every scheme which
tended to foster and strengthen the power of “the
eenlinr  institation.”  Whatever  may have
R.-.-u his own perRonal inclination, hig
eharacter a4 4 man and @ politician wus too
weak and vadiliating to withstand the dempnds

of the Sounthern oligarchists, and consequently
they fonnd in Frankiin Plerce on all  occasions
a plant tool ready and even anxlous to forward
their disorganlzing sohemes,  That & man with sueh
a record conld lupress upon the nation a bollef o
his sipneerity, when he counselled n hearty support
of the Government in its struggle againgt rebellion,
wis scarcely poasible,  His few ulterances gince the
cloge of the war have stamped him as belog, at the
best, but o lukewarm advocate of the integrity of the
national Government, the abolition of human slavery
being the only security for ita  perpstuity.
Personally, Franklino Plérce was 4 man  of
no mean abilitles and acquirements, bot  the
Prealdential chalr  has  never  been  dlled "f
one more alngularly ovnirted  for that  high
dignity. He had uo olaim to statesmanship—was
pothing more than n remarkably succeasful politl-
clan, whose elevation to the highest omice within the
gift of the American people was the result of that
prineiple of avallablilty which has been the curse of
Amerfean polities In these intter days, 11is noming-
tion was an accldent, at the best @ mere compro-
mise; s election the result of a biind wdherence to
party principles, without any regard to the character
of the men professing them ; his administration re
fected no eredit upon the Government abroad, and
sowed widespread the soeds of dissension and civil
war at home: his death will not leave 4 blank in the
nearts of the peopie or on the page of history.
